STONE WALLS 
T 
O ME there is something very fascinating and appealing about an old 
stone wall—especially the old stone walls of buildings erected by the 
early settlers in America, and, of course, those in the Old World must be 
doubly interesting. 
The other day I studied the stone walls of an old farm house in Penn­ 
sylvania. I marveled at the exacting work and wondered how those early 
workers made them to last so long—for the one I saw was nearly 200 years 
old. 
The stones in many of these old walls are of a variety of colors and 
very beautiful. Many people have taken from the beauty of these walls 
by plastering them and coloring them so that they have none of the 
attractiveness of age and of careful toil. 
I love to travel through New England, where so many lovely stone 
walls still exist in their natural state. 
Some years ago I visited some 
old Missions in California, notably the ones near Los Angeles and Santa 
Barbara, and the old walls presented a spectacle of great beauty. Some 
of them were many feet across, to be protected against the elements. 
It is to be regretted that so many of the old stone fences have been 
done away with, for they always brought back memories and gave such 
a picturesqueness to the fields. 
When covered with wild vines there 
are few sights about the country so unusual. 
There is such a solidarity to old stone walls and fences. They always 
suggest to me the sturdy character of those who first cleared the land 
and made so many of our present-day comforts possible. 
In the early morning, just as the dew begins to glisten in the sun­ 
light, to see great shadows dash across these old stone walls is wonderful. 
And then in the evening, when the shadows grow softer and more mellow 
there is another symphony of beauty that enters the soul of one viewing 
such a sight. 
There is something almost sacred about the old stone walls of the 
world!

Club savings, of which it is esti­ 
mated about 38 per cent, or $167,- 
500,000. will be spent over retail 
counters, has developed interest in 
how’ the Christmas savings idea 
could be applied in the retail field. 
Direct application of the savings 
club idea was said to require th a t 
the store obtain a charter from the 
banking departm ent in the state in 
which it is located, inasmuch as this 
plan involves the receiving of money 
on deposit from the public. 
Flan Now Being Launched 
A new plan, however, is now being 
launched 
by 
the 
incorporated 
Christmas Club organization, it was 
announced by Herbert F. Rawll, 
president. This method features the 
use of Christmas saving certificates, 
which are issued to customers by 
merchants and are redeemed 
in 
cash at full value by the Christmas 
Club through a leading bank here. 
The certificates are equivalent to 
a 2 per cent discount and may, at 
the opttoTTTjrTtTF merchant, bC given 
on cash purchases and also 
on 
charge accounts which are paid 
promptly on the due date. 
The 
certificates, issued from December I 
to November 28. the period also cov­ 
ered by the Christmas Club savings, 
are redeemed around December I 
each year. 
Under the plan as explained by 
Mr. Rawll, the retailer purchases the 
certificates at face value and the 
money representing his purchase is 
immediately deposited in a special 
account in the bank here. When the 
customer of the retail store makes a 
purchase he or she is given cer­ 
tificates on the basis of a one-half 
cent certificate on each purchase of 
25 cents. Thus, four certificates are 
issued on a one-dollar purchase, 
the equivalent of 2 per cent cash 
discount. 
The customer Es supplied by the 
store with a passbook in which the 
certificates are pasted. 
In Novem­ 
ber, Mr. Rawll said, the passbook 
with the certificate's is forwarded 
by the customer to the Christmas 
Club and a check for the total is 
forwarded to him or her. The sug­ 
gestion is made that the recipient 
spend the money in the store in 
which the Christmas savings certif­ 
icates were issued. The certificates 
can be cashed only at their due date 
on December I, no earlier w ith­ 
drawals of the amounts represented 
by the certificates being possible un­ 
der the plan. 
Will Hold Customers’ Trade 
The new plan was described by 
Mr. Rawll as offering a method for 
the m erchant which parallels the 
Christmas Club plan for banks. De­ 
spite the loss of interest which the 
Christmas Club savers experience, 
he said, the certainty that a definite 
cash sum will be available for them 
at the specified time for the holidays 
prompts regularity of payments. 
For the merchant, the knowledge 
on the part of the customer that the 
certificates will be redeemed in cash 
at face value a t the holiday period 
means that the building up and per­ 
manency of the customer’s trade will 
be greatly enhanced, Mr. Rawll said, 
This feature also definitely removes 
it from comparison with methods 
whereby merchandise premiums are 
redeemed. 
Tile cash represents a 
fixed value, whereas the m erchan­ 
dise is subject to fluctuation in price, 
which may prove an irritation to the 
customer. 
The 
inducement to charge-ac- 
count patrons to make prompt pay­ 
ment on the due date in order to 
obtain the discount represented by 
the certificates, 
Mr. 
Rawll 
said, 
would tend to improve retail charge 
collections.
